miscellaneous amendments 

Pursuant to the Agricultural Market* 
ing Act of 1948 (60 Stat. 1087 et seq., 

7 U, S. C. 1621 ct seq.). the United States 
Standards for Grades of Frozen Green 
Beans and Frozen Wax Beans are 
amended as hereinafter set forth. 

Ihese amendments revise the defini¬ 
tions for “cut** and "short cut" styles of 
frozen green and wax beans by Increas¬ 
ing from Va inch to % Inch the minimum 
length for cut beans and the limitation 
for the maximum length of 75 percent 
or more of the units in short cut beans. 
The definition of "mixed" style Is revised 
to apply only to the forma of beans 
which may be used In mixed style. 

With respect to tolerances for defects, 
mixed style Is deleted from cut style and 
included with short cut style for the ap¬ 
plication of the provisions of the stand¬ 
ards. This change will eliminate the 
requirements with respect to small pieces 
in mixed style when the product consists 
ef cut and short cut beans. Other 
changes art made for clarification of the 
text of the standards. 

'These amendments, which shall be¬ 
come effective on the date of the publi¬ 
cation of this document in the Federal 
Hr sister, arc as follows: 

l Change paragraphs (c), (d>, and 
(c> of S 52.2322 Styles o/ frozen beans to 
read as follows: 

<c> "Cut" means frozen beans con¬ 
sisting of pods that are cut transversely 

‘Compliance with the prorUlons of these 
•timdard* shall not excuse failure to comply 
with the provisions of the Federal Food* 
snd Cosmctio Act. 


Into pieces less than 2% inches but not 
less than % inch in length, and may 
contain shorter end pieces which result 
from cutting. 

(d) "Short cut" means frozen beans 
consisting of pods that are cut trans¬ 
versely Into pieces of which 75 percent, 
by count, or more are less thnn % inch 
in length and not more than 1 percent, 
by count, are more than IYa inches In 
length. 

(c) "Mixed" means a mixture of two 
or more of the following forms of frozen 
beans, whole, cut, or short cut. For the 
purpose of this style: •'Whole" means a 
whole pod or pods cut not less than 
inches in length: "cut" means pods cut 
into pieces less than 2% Inches in length 
but not less than % inch In length; and 
"short cut" means pods cut less than % 
inch in length. 

2. Change $ 52.2328 Defects to read 
as follows: 

5 52.2328 Defects —(a) General The 
factor of defects refers to the degree of 
freedom from extraneous vegetable ma¬ 
terial. loose seed and pieces of seed, 
unstemmed units, detached stems, small 
pieces, damaged units, or units that arc 
blemished or seriously blemished. 

(1) "Blemished" means any unit 
which is blemished by discoloration or 
blemished by other means to the extent 
that the appearance or eating quality 
of the unit is materially affected. 

(2) "Seriously blemished" means any 
unit blemished to such an extent that 
the appearance or eating quality of the 
unit is seriously affected. 

(3) "Extraneous vegetable material" 
means leaves or pieces of leaves and 
other similar vegetable matter. 

(4) "Small piece" with respect to cut 
and mixed styles means a piece of pod 
less than Yd inch in length and with 
respect to sliced lengthwise style means 
a piece of pod less than 1J4 inches in 
length. 

(5) "Damaged unit" means any unit 
that is broken or split into two parts or 
that has very ragged edges, or is dam¬ 
aged by other mechanical means to such 
an extent that the appearance or eating 
quality of the unit is seriously affected.

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lb) (A) classification. Frozen beans 
that are practically free from defects 
may be given a score of 36 to 40 points. 
-Practically free from defects** means 
that: 

( 1 ) With respect to the various styles 
of frozen beans: 

<0 Whole. For each 10 ounces, net 
weight, there may be present not more 
than: 

(a) 5 blemished units: Provided, That 
not more than 1 unit may be seriously 
blemished; 

(5) 2 unstemmed units or 2 detached 
stems or any combination of not more 
than 2 unstemmed units and detached 
stems; and 

(c) 2 damaged units. 

(ii) Cut. (a) There may be present 
not more than 3 percent, by count, of

(5) For each 10 ounces, net weight, 
there may be present not more than: 

(f) 2 unstemmed units or 2 detached 
stems or any combination of not more 
than 2 unstemmed units and detached 
stems; and 

( 2 ) 20 damaged units. 


(fo» Sliced lengthwise. The pods are 
well sliced and for each 10 ounces, net 
weight, there may be present not more 
than: 

<a) 5 blemished units: Provided, That 
not more than 1 unit may be seriously 
blemished; and 

(b) 2 unsteramed units or 2 detached 
stems or any combination of not more 
than 2 unstemmed units and detached 
stems. 

(2) With respect to the various styles 
of frozen beans, extraneous vegetable 
material, loose seed and pieces of seed 
(including small pieces In sliced length¬ 
wise style). and the aforesaid defects for 
the respective style do not more than 
slightly affect the appearance or eating 
quality of the product 

(c) (B) classification. If the frozen 
beans arc reasonably free from defects, 
a score of 32 to 35 points may be given. 
Frozen beans that fall into this classifi¬ 
cation on account of the presence of 
blemished or seriously blemished beans 
shall not be graded above U. S. Grade B 
or XJ. S. Extra Standard, regardless of 
the total score for the product (this is a 
partial limiting rule). ‘ Reasonably free 
from defects** means that: 

( 1 ) With respect to the various styles 
of frozen beans: 

U) Whole. For each 10 ounces, net 
weight, there may be present not more 
than: 

(a) 8 blemished units: Provided, That 
not more than 2 units may be seriously 
blemished; 

(b) 4 unstemmed units or 4 detached 
stems or any combination of not more 
than 4 unstemmed units and detached 
stems; and 

(c) 4 damaged units. 

(H) Cut. (a) There may be present 
not more than 5 percent, by count, of 
blemished units: Provided, That not 
more than 2 percent, by count, of all 
the units may be seriously blemished;

Standard, regardless of the total 
score for the product (this is a limiting 
rule). "Fairly free from defects** means 
that; 

(1) With respect to the various styles 
of frozen beans: 

(f) Whole. For each 10 ounces, net 
weight, there may be present not more 
than: 

(a) 12 blemished units: Provided . 
That not more than 4 units may be 
seriously blemished; 

<b) 5 unstemmed units or 5 detached 
stems or any combination of not more 
than 5 unstemmed units and detached 
stems; and 

(c) 6 damaged units. 

(U) Cut . (a) There may be present 

not more than 8 percent, by count, of 
blemished units: Provided . That not 
more than 3 percent, by count, of all the

(b) 5 unstemmed units or 5 detached 
stems or any combination of not more 
than 5 unstemmed units and detached 
stems. 

(2 1 Extraneous vegetable material, 
loose seed and pieces of seed (including 
small pieces in Sliced Lengthwise style), 
and the aforesaid defects for the respec¬ 
tive style, Individually or collectively, do 
not seriously affect the appearance or 
eating quality of the product.

(e) (SStd.) classification . Frozen 
beans that fall to meet the requirements 
of paragraph (d) of this section may 
be given a score of 0 to 27 points and 
shall not be graded above Substandard, 
regardless of the total score for the prod¬ 
uct (this is a limiting rule). 

3. Change paragraph (a> of 5 52.2329 
Character to read as follows: 

(a) General. The factor of character 
refers to maturity as reflected in the de¬ 
velopment of the seed and the fleshiness 
of the pods, to the tenderness of the pods, 
the appearance of the pods with respect 
to sloughing, and the freedom from 
tough strings. “Tough strings** as used 
in this paragraph means strings or 
pieces of string removed from the cooked 
frozen bean which will support a Vs 
pound weight for not less than 5 seconds. 

4. Change paragraph <a> of B 52.2330 
Tolerances tor certification of officially 
drawn samples to read as follows: 

<a> When certifying samples that 
have been officially drawn and which 
represent a specific lot of frozen beans 
the grade for such lot will be determined 
by averaging the total scores of the con¬ 
tainers comprising the sample. If all 
containers comprising the sample meet 
all applicable standards of quality pro¬ 
mulgated under the Federal Food. Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act and in effect at the 
time of the aforesaid certification: and 
with respect to those factors which are 
scored: 

<1> Not more than one-sixth of the 
containers fails to meet the grade indi¬ 
cated by the average of such total 
scores: 

(2) None of the containers falls more 
than 4 points below the minimum score 
for the grade indicated by the average 
of such total scores: 

(3> None of the containers falls more 
than one grade below the grade indi¬ 
cated by the average of such total 
scores; and 

(4) The average score of all contain¬ 
ers for any factor subject to a limiting 
rule is within the score range of that 
factor for the grade indicated by the 
average of the total scores of the con¬ 
tainers comprising the sample. 

5. Change B52.2331 Score sheet for 
frozen green beans and frozen wax beans 
as follows: In the score point column for 
color insert reference to footnote 1 pre¬ 
ceding the figures 16-17. 

It is hereby found that It would be im¬ 
practicable. unnecessary, and contrary to 
the public interest to give preliminary 
notice and engage in public rule making 
procedure thereon, and delay the making 
of these amendments effective later than 
the date of publication of this document 
in the Federal Register because: 

(1) The packing season for frozen 
green and wax beans Is now in progress 
and these amendments are necessary in 
order to provide adequate inspection and 
certification; 

(2) The need for these changes Is gen¬ 
erally recognized by the industry and it 
has requested that such changes be made 
at the earliest practicable date: 

(3) The nature of these changes Is al¬ 
ready well known to the industry; and 


(4) No additional time Is required by 
the industry to make preparation for 
compliance with these amendments.

EXCEPTIONS WITH RESPECT TO SIGNS AND 
SAMPLES 

Notice of public hearing to be held in 
Washington. D. C.. on October 14. 1953, 
with respect to certain proposals to 
amend Regulations No. 6. relating to In¬ 
ducements Furnished to Retailers, was 
published in the Federal Register on 
October 3. 1953 (18 F. R. 6338). Upon 
the conclusion of the said hearing and 
after consideration of all relevant ma¬ 
terial submitted by interested persons 
In connection therewith regarding the 
proposals, the following amendments to 
Regulations No. 6 (27 CFR, Part 6) are 
hereby adopted: 

Paragraph 1 Section 6.23 is amended 

to read as follows: 

i 6.23 Inside signs: i cine and malt 
beverages. Signs, posters, placards, de- 
*}frns, devices, decorations or graphic 
displays, bearing advertising matter and 
for use In the windows or elsewhere in 
the interior of a retail establishment, 
may be given, rented, loaned, or sold to 
a retailer by an industry member en- 
Kaged in business as a rectifier, blender, 
producer, bottler, importer or whole¬ 
saler. of wine, or as a brewer, importer 
or wholesaler, of malt beverages, if they 
have no value to the retailer except as 
advertisements and if the total value of 
all such materials furnished by any in¬ 
dustry member and in use at any one 
time In any retail establishment does not 
exceed $10, including all expenses in¬ 
curred directly or Indirectly by any in¬ 
dustry member in connection with the 
Purchase, manufacture, transportation, 
assembly, and installation of such ma¬ 
tt rials and of accessories thereto: Pro- 
ildcd. That the industry member shall 
not directly or indirectly pay or credit 
the retailer for displaying such materials 
or for any expense Incidental to their 
operation. 
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Par. 2. By Inserting immediately fol¬ 
lowing 5 6.23 the following new section: 

5 6.23a Inside signs ; distilled spirits . 
Signs, posters, placards, designs, devices, 
decorations or graphic displays, bearing 
advertising matter and for use in the 
windows or elsewhere in the Interior of 
a retail establishment, may be given, 
rented, loaned, or sold to a retailer by an 
industry member engaged in business as 
a distiller, rectifier, blender, producer, 
importer, wholesaler, bottler, or ware¬ 
houseman and bottler, of distilled spirits, 
(a) if they have no value to the retailer 
except as advertisements, (b) if the total 
value of all such materials furnished by 
any industry member and In use in any 
one retail establishment at any one time 
does not exceed S15 in the case of ma¬ 
terials used in window displays, or does 
not exceed 630 in the case of materials 
used elsewhere than in the windows, and 
(c) if the cost of installation of such 
materials does not exceed that which is 
usual and customary in that locality: 
Provided, That the industry member 
shall not directly or indirectly pay or 
credit the retailer for displaying such 
materials or for any expense incidental 
to their operation. 

Par. 3. Section 6.29 is amended to read 
as follows: 

9 6.29 Samples. Not more than 2 
gallons of any brand of malt beverages, 
not more than 1 pint of any brand of 
distilled spirits, and not more than 1 
gallon of any brand of wine, may be 
furnished or given as a sample to a re¬ 
tailer who has not previously purchased 
that particular product: Provided, That 
2 quarts of any brand of distilled spirits 
may be furnished or given as a sample 
to any agency of a State or political 
subdivision thereof which has not pur¬ 
chased that particular product. 

These amendments liberalize the ex¬ 
ceptions presently contained in the 
regulations and shall become effective 
on the date of publication in the Federal 
Register.

DMO Vn-7— Maintenance of the Mo¬ 
bilization Base (Department op De¬ 
fense. Atomic Energy Commission 

and the Maritime Administration) 

1. It is essential to the national de¬ 
fense that the facilities, machine tools, 
production equipment, and skilled work¬ 
ers required to meet minimum wartime 
mobilization needs for the Department 
of Defense. Atomic Energy Commission, 
and the Maritime Administration be 
maintained in the manner which will 
permit their prompt use or conversion 
in time of emergency. 

2. Selection of the mobilization base: 

A. The Department of Defense shall 
select, for its mobilization base, those 
facilities which produce or are capable 
of producing critically important mili¬ 
tary items or components (military class 
A components used entirely in the pro¬ 
duction. maintenance, or repair of mili¬ 
tary items) which meet one or more of 
the following criteria: 

1. Items requiring a long lead-time or 
long manufacturing cycle; 

2. Items currently not in production 
or which are required in quantities far 
in excess of peacetime production; 

3. Items requiring the conversion of 
an industry or a number of plants 
within an industry; 

4. Items requiring materials or man¬ 
ufacturing processes essentially differ¬ 
ent from those in current use; 

5. Items for which industry does not 
have production experience. 

The Department of Defense shall do Its 
initial planning for those items found in 
the “Department of Defense Preferential 
Planning List/’ 

B. The Atomic Energy Commission 
and the Maritime Administration in co¬ 
operation with the Office of Defense 
Mobilization shall determine the items 
and facilities which meet the above cri¬ 
teria for their respective maintenance 
base programs. 

3. Maintaining the mobilization base: 

A. Facilities selected as a part of the 
mobilization base shall be maintained to 
the fullest extent possible. 

L Procurement agencies shall inte¬ 
grate current procurement with their in¬ 
dustrial mobilization plans to the great¬ 
est possible extent with the objective of 
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supporting the mobilization base within 
authorities and funds available. 

2. Data assembled on essential mobi¬ 
lization suppliers by the industrial mobi¬ 
lization planning of these agencies shall 
be used in planning current procure¬ 
ment. The policy of using contractors 
and facilities essential to the mobiliza¬ 
tion base is considered to be in the best 
Interest of the Government. Suppliers 
that are deemed to be a part of the mobi¬ 
lization base normally will be invited to 
participate in appropriate current pro¬ 
curement. The general policy in cases 
where suppliers who are part of the mo¬ 
bilization base are unable to compete 
successfully on a bid basis shall be to re¬ 
examine the mobilization base to deter¬ 
mine if the capacity of the base can be 
maintained without inclusion of high 
cost producers. 

3. Upon expiration of current pro¬ 
curement contracts in a facility, the pro¬ 
curing agency shall take the following 
actions: 

<a) Government-owned facilities and 
tools . Within the limitations that may 
be imposed by Congressional appropria¬ 
tions. the sponsoring department or 
agency shall place government-owned 
facilities and tools in standby status and 
establish provisions for their adequate 
maintenance. 

<b) Privately otened facilities and 
Government-owned tools. (1) Arrange 
with management of privately owned 
facilities, wherever possible, to place 
Government-owned tools and produc¬ 
tion equipment in the status provided 
by DMO-VII-4. taking Into account the 
desirability of safe location. 

(2) Arrange with management, wher¬ 
ever possible, to keep a group of key 
managers, engineers, and skilled workers 
familiar with the items planned for 
mobilization production. 

<3> Determine the gaps which exist 
in government-owned packages of tools 
and production equipment needed to 
produce mobilization requirements in 
privately owned plants. Within the 
limit of funds availability, plan the pro¬ 
curement of such tools and equipment 
with priority being given to long lead- 
time tools and equipment or those not 
used in general manufacturing. These 
tools and equipment, when procured, 
should be placed in the status provided 
by DMO-VII—4. taking into account the 
desirability of safe locations. 

(4) Determine which Government- 
owned tools and equipment have become 
obsolete, or which would not be used in 
event of mobilization, and plan for their 
disposal. 

4. Establishment of the Defense Fa¬ 
cilities Maintenance Board: 

A. To provide the necessary coordina¬ 
tion and review of the execution of this 
program, there Is hereby established & 
Defense Facilities Maintenance Board. 
This Board, composed of representatives 
of the Department of Defense and each 
of the three Services, the Department of 
Commerce, and the Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission under the Chairmanship of the 


Office of Defense Mobilization, will per¬ 
form the following functions. 

1. Recommend to the Director of 
ODM policy necessary to carry out the 
mobilization base maintenance program. 

2. Establish the interagency procedure 
necessary to assure and measure progress 
In implementing established policy, and 
advise the Director of ODM on the 
status of the program. 

3. Make recommendations to the Di¬ 
rector of ODM as to additional methods 
and procedures beyond the authorities 
of the procuring agencies for assuring 
the maintenance of both Government- 
owned and privately owned facilities es¬ 
sential to the mobilization base. 

4. Obtain from the agencies named in 
this order an annual report on the main¬ 
tenance programs of their agencies. 

B. The Board may at any time request 
the Director of the Office of Defense 
Mobilization to ask the heads of other 
departments and agencies to designate 
representatives to meet with the Board 
on specific problems. 

5. This order shall take effect on Au¬ 
gust 25. 1954. and shall supersede De¬ 
fense Mobilization Order-I-5 (former 
DMO-24. 18 F. R. 386) and Defense Mo¬ 
bilization Order-I-5. Amendment 1 (18 
F. R. 8871).

Selective 
Service registrants who have received 
orders from their local board to report 
for preinduction physical and mental ex¬ 
aminations, or to report for induction, 
unless the order has been cancelled and 
release is obtained from the local Selec¬ 
tive Service Board. 

(13) A person who holds current mem¬ 
bership in any component of an armed 
force other than the Coast Guard Re¬ 
serve. or who is a cadet or midshipman 
within any military service unless such 
person has submitted written evidence 
of a conditional release from the losing 
service.

(3) The right Xo use the Turnpike as 
an alternate route shall continue only 
so long as the carrier is entitled to use 
the highway or portion thereof described

(b) Protests . Any party in interest 
may file a protest within 30 days from 
the date a carrier gives notice of Intent 
to operate over the Turnpike.

<e> Motor carriers holding authority 
to operate over specified regular routes 
which do not include the indicated por¬ 
tion of one or more of the State and U. 8.

AMENDED 

Pursuant to the provisions of the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Agreement Act of 
1937, as amended (7 U. 8. C. 601 et seq.), 
hereinafter referred to as the act and 
the applicable rules of practice and pro¬ 
cedure, as amended, governing proceed¬ 
ings to formulate market ing a greements 
and marketing orders (7 CFR Part 900> f 
notice is hereby given of the filing with 
the Hearing Clerk of the recommended 
decision of the Deputy Administrator. 
Agricultural Marketing Service, United 
States Department of Agriculture, with 
respect to a proposed marketing agree¬ 
ment and proposed amendments to the 
order, as amended, regulating the han¬ 
dling of milk in the Greater Kansas City 
marketing area. 

Interested parties may file written ex¬ 
ceptions to the decision with the Hearing 
Clerk. United States Department of Agri¬ 
culture. Washington 25, D. C.. not later 
than the close of business on the 5th day 
after publication of this decision in the 
Federal Register. Exceptions should be 
filed in quadruplicate. 

Preliminary statement . The hearing 
on the record of which the proposed 
marketing agreement and order were 
formulated, was conducted at Kansas 
City, Missouri on July 27-30, 1954, pur¬ 


suant to notice thereof which was issued 
on July 15. 1954 (19 P. R 4478). 

The material issues considered at the 
hearing were concerned with the follow¬ 
ing: 

(1) Establishment of a “quota-ex¬ 
cess’* plan for paying producers in cer¬ 
tain months in lieu of the present fall 
premium incentive plan; 

(2) Revisions in the supply-demand 
adjuster; 

(3) Revision of Class I price differ¬ 
entials; 

(4) The basis and level of pricing milk 
for other than Class I use: 

(5) Limitations on diversions allow¬ 
able for continued pooling; and 

(6) Conforming language changes in 
other provisions of the order. 

Producers have proposed that the 
quota-forming period under a quota-ex¬ 
cess plan begin on September 1 and that 
in view of the serious drought situation 
a special Class I pricing be provided for 
the period through December 1954. Ac¬ 
cordingly, they ask that immediate ac¬ 
tion be taken with respect to these two 
issues. Other issues require further 
consideration and a recommendation on 
these matters will be made in a separate 
decision. 

Findings and conclxisions. The fol¬ 
lowing findings and conclusions on issue 
No. 1 and on issue No. 2 for the limited 
period through December 1954 are based 
on the evidence Introduced at the hear¬ 
ing and the record thereof. 

(1) Quota-excess plan . A method of 
paying producers on the basis of their 
marketings in a representative period of 
fall months should be adopted to provide 
additional incentive for producers to ad¬ 
just their production more nearly to the 
needs of the market. 

A fall incentive payment plan has 
been a part of pricing mechanism of the 
Greater Kansas City order since May 
1946. This plan, which has operated in 
conjunction with seasonal price differ¬ 
entials, was proposed initially by pro¬ 
ducers in an effort to level production 
to more nearly meet the needs of the 
market. Producers now propose that a 
quota-excess plan be incorporated into 
the order In lieu of the present fall In¬ 
centive payment plan. They propose 
that a 122 day period (September 
through December) be used for the 
quota-forming period and that no pro¬ 
ducer be granted a quota if he delivers 
less than 90 days during such period. 
Under their proposal the quota-operat¬ 
ing period would extend over the eight- 
month period January through August. 

Milk production In the Greater Kan¬ 
sas City milkshed tends to be highest 
in the spring months and reaches a low 
point in the fall months. May and June 
are the months of greatest production 
while October and November are the 
usual months of lowest production. 
Production during the March-July pe¬ 
riod on the average exceeds that during 
Scptember-December by roughly 30 per¬ 
cent. with production during the month 
of greatest production exceeding that 
during the month of shortest produc¬ 
tion by as much as 50 percent. Under 
usual circumstances Class I sales arc 
relatively stable throughout the year 
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although the record shows a gradual 
upward trend in such sales. 

A closer alignment between the sea¬ 
sonal pattern of production and con¬ 
sumption would effect substantially 
improved marketing conditions. A con¬ 
siderable seasonal disparity between 
producer receipts and fluid milk needs 
results in surplus disposal problems dur¬ 
ing the flush months and Incomplete 
utilization of plant facilities in other 
months of the year. Accordingly, the 
wide seasonal variation in production 
tends to entail additional casts in the 
marketing process which must be borne 
individually or collectively by producers, 
consumers and handlers. Although pro¬ 
ducers with relatively even production 
under the plan heretofore In effect enjoy 
a somewhat higher annual rate of return 
than do uneven producers there was 
testimony nevertheless that "even” pro¬ 
ducers do not receive sufficient additional 
income to maintain a significant incen¬ 
tive for their even production pattern. 
Under the present plan all producers 
share alike in the total market utiliza¬ 
tion. and the price received by the "even" 
producer is reduced in the spring months 
by reason of the wider seasonal variation 
in the deliveries of other producers. 

While It is probable that the pricing 
scheme which has been employed in the 
Kansas City market together with the 
fail incentive payment plan has been 
effective in forestalling a more serious 
seasonal maladjustment between produc¬ 
tion and fluid demand, an even more 
marked modification of the seasonal 
pattern is desirable. The quota-excess 
plan herein recommended would in¬ 
crease the incentive on a marketwide 
basis to level out production throughout 
the year. 

The plan herefn recommended would 
establish the period September through 
December as the quota-forming period. 
A producer's daily quota would be cal¬ 
culated on the basis of his total milk 
deliveries to pool plants during such pe¬ 
riod. divided by the number of days on 
which deliveries were made, but in no 
event less than 90. The plan also pro¬ 
vides that any producer who falls to 
establish a quota shall be considered a 
*'new" producer. 

Producers would be paid for quota 
nnd excess milk during the months of 
March through July. During all other 
months producers would be paid on the 
basis of a uniform price for all milk de¬ 
livered. The quantity of quota milk 
for each producer would be computed 
by multiplying such producer's daily 
quota by the number of days on which 
he made deliveries to a pool plant. Any 
milk so delivered in excess of quota milk 
would be considered as excess milk and 
paid for at a lower price to be known 
as the “excess price.” The price for 
excess milk would be computed by first 
assigning total receipts of excess milk 
at each plant to Class n to the extent 
of available Class II utilization and such 
milk in excess of Class n use would be 
assigned to the residual Class I use 
after the prior deduction of quota milk 
from the total available Class I use. The 
price for quota milk would be computed 
by first assigning such milk to Class I 
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to the extent of available Class I utili¬ 
zation and such milk in excess of Class 
I use would be assigned to Class II. 

The September-Decembcr period ap¬ 
pears to be a suitable period for giving 
producers incentive for increasing pro¬ 
duction as part of a program of evening 
out their annual production. In the 
computation of daily quotas each pro¬ 
ducer's total deliveries for the entire 
four-month period should be divided by 
the total number of days on which de¬ 
liveries arc made but in no event by less 
than 90. Proponents proposed that a 
quota be established only on the basis of 
at least 90 days of actual deliveries and 
that the total deliveries be divided by 
122 in all cases. No provision was made 
for the establishment of a quota for a 
producer entering the market after Oc¬ 
tober 2 in the quota-forming period. 
The plan set forth herein will permit 
a producer to enter the market at any 
time and to establish a quota on the basis 
of his performance during the entire 
quota-forming period. Other producers 
have assurance that new producers will 
have no undue advantage in the estab¬ 
lishment of quotas since maximum 
quotas can be established only through 
deliveries over a minimum of 90 days. 

In order for the quota plan to be ef¬ 
fective it is necessary to distinguish be¬ 
tween producers who establish quotas in 
in the short production season and those 
who come on the market at other times 
of the year. In this connection, it is 
proposed that a new producer establish 
a quota for each month during the 
quota-operating period based on eighty 
percent of the computed relationship 
between total deliveries of quota milk 
and total producer receipts for the 
month. Such a producer, of course, has 
not demonstrated his ability to produce 
evenly and if allowed a quota computed 
on the full percentage of quota milk to 
producer milk receipts for the month 
might have an advantage over some 
producers who had received a quota by 
the more difficult method of delivering 
fall milk. In order to insure that no 
producer who established a quota dur¬ 
ing the quota-forming period is placed 
in a less advantageous position with 
reference to a quota than a new pro¬ 
ducer. it should be provided also that 
any producer may relinquish his quota 
made on fall deliveries and assume a 
"new producer" status provided his in¬ 
tention to that effect is made known to 
the market administrator in writing 
prior to the first day of March, the 
month in which quotas become opera¬ 
tive. 

Producers proposed that the period of 
payment on quota and excess milk be 
the eight-month period of January 
through August. However, a review of 
the month to month variation in pro¬ 
ducer receipts indicates that the months 
of March through July are the months 
in which corrective action is necessary 
with respect to variations in deliveries. 
It is highly desirable that the quota plan 
have as large a degree of flexibility as 
is possible without destroying the desired 
effectiveness of the plan. Confining the 
quota operating period to the five months 
when production in relation to fluid sales 


Is most excessive will preserve flexibility 
while at the same time offer substantial 
monetary reward to those producers who 
level their annual production to meet 
more nearly the needs of the market. 
During the remaining months of August 
through February all producers on the 
market would receive the market "blend" 
or uniform price. 

Operation of a quota-excess plan for 
paying producers requires certain rules 
in connection with the establishment 
and transfer of quotas to provide rea¬ 
sonable administrative workability of the 
plan. To accomplish this purpose and 
still preserve the effectiveness of the 
plan transfers of quotas should be lim¬ 
ited to situations in which producers 
may die or enter into military service 
and where joint production arrange¬ 
ments are dissolved. Since the quota 
plan herein proposed is to be effective in 
determining producer payments in only 
five of the twelve months of the ye^r. 
and all producers must establish a new 
base each year, provisions in addition to 
those contained herein for the establish¬ 
ment and transfer of quotas to meet 
unusual situations do not appear 
necessary. 

(2) Class / price through December. 
No change should be made in the Class I 
pricing provisions for the period through 
December 1954. Under the present 
order provisions the Class I price 
through December is the basic formula 
price plus $1.45, plus or minus a "supply- 
demand adjustment." Producers ex¬ 
plained that in view of the serious 
drought situation throughout the milk- 
shed and the precarious financial status 
of producers which resulted from severe 
losses suffered through two consecutive 
years of drought, they must have price 
assurance if they are to continue in busi¬ 
ness during the forthcoming fall and 
winter months. They ask that the sup¬ 
ply-demand adjustment be suspended 
and the Class I price differential be 
established at $1.90 for the period 
through December. 

The severity of the drought which the 
milkshed has experienced this summer 
is in ample evidence throughout the 
hearing record. Pasture conditions as 
officially reported vary from 9 to 70 per¬ 
cent of normal throughout the area with 
conditions generally being less than 30 
percent of normal The condition of the 
corn crop follow's a generally similar pat¬ 
tern and there appears little likelihood 
that any significant part of the crop will 
be harvested for other than silage. In 
many sections hope for any crop at ail 
has been abandoned and fodder is being 
ensiled for immediate feeding. Drought 
conditions have necessitated the feeding 
of hay. green corn and ensilage which 
producers normally rely on for winter 
feed. The greatly extended bam feed¬ 
ing season coupled with small crops of 
homegrown feeds will substantially in¬ 
crease overall feeding costs for the re¬ 
mainder of this year and the early part 
of 1955. 

A considerable drop in milk produc¬ 
tion has occurred during the month or 
July and it appears likely that a substan¬ 
tially higher than normal percentage of 
utilization in Class I will result at least 
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through the early fall months. The sup¬ 
ply-demand adjustment in the current 
month Is based upon the relationship of 
receipts and sales of milk during the 
immediately preceding two months. For 
each month since December 1953 this 
provision has resulted in a downward 
adjustment of the Class I price. In July 
the adjustment was a minus 28 cents, 
the smallest since December. It seems 
likely that an upward adjustment may 
result for August and by September the 
upward adjustment may be rather sub¬ 
stantial. If the production pattern for 
the forthcoming fall and winter con¬ 
tinues below normal in relation to sales, 
the Class I price win continue to 
strengthen as a result of the operation 
of the present order provisions. This 
is in accordance with the intent of the 
supply-demand adjuster. Under the 
present order it is possible to obtain a 
Class I price of $1.90 over the basic for¬ 
mula, the same price for which producers 
ask assurance. 

A considerable portion of the Greater 
Kansas City milkshed has been included 
in the designated drought disaster areas. 
Dairymen in areas so designated are 
eligible under specified conditions to se¬ 
cure feed concentrates and grains at 
reduced prices. While this program is 
designed to provide a basis for maintain¬ 
ing foundation herds, and not to promote 
a high level of milk production, it should 
be of very substantial assistance in mini¬ 
mizing the necessity of disposing of 
foundation herds which constitute the 
future milk supply for the Greater 
Kansas City market. The program 
should also provide a means whereby a 
portion of the unusual costs dairymen 
incur under drought conditions may be 
avoided. 

The number of producers on the 
Kansas City market has been steadily 
increasing in recent years in response to 
evcr-mcreasing requirements for fluid 
milic. Testimony of both producers and 
handlers substantiate the existence of 
adequate prospective milk supplies to 
meet market needs. It is concluded, 
therefore, that the present provisions of 
the order provide a basis for adjusting 
the Class I price in line with current pro¬ 
duction and marketing conditions and, 
accordingly, no change should be made 
hi the Class I pricing mechanism for the 
period through December 1954. 

General fi tidings. <a> The proposed 
marketing agreement and the order, as 
amended, and as hereby proposed to be 
further amended, and all of the terms 
and conditions thereof will tend to ef¬ 
fectuate the declared policy of the act; 

<t» The parity prices of milk as de¬ 
termined pursuant to section a of the 
act are not reasonable in view of the 
price of feeds, available supplies of feeds 
and other economic conditions which 
affect market supply and demand for 
milk In the marketing area, and the 
minimum prices specified in the pro¬ 
posed marketing agreement and the or- 
amended, and as hereby proposed 
w> be further amended, arc such prices 
** will reflect the aforesaid factors, in- 
*ure a sufficient quantity of pure and 
fcholesamc milk, and be in the public 
totcrest; and 
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<c) The proposed order, as amended, 
and as hereby proposed to be further 
amended, will regulate the handling of 
milk in the same manner as. and will 
be applicable only to persons in the re¬ 
spective classes of industrial and com¬ 
mercial activity specified in, a marketing 
agreement upon which a hearing has 
been held. 

Rulings on proposed findings and con¬ 
clusions. Briefs were Hied on behalf of 
certain interested parties in the market. 
The briefs contained suggested findings 
of fact, conclusions, and argument with 
respect to the proposals discussed at the 
hearing. Every point covered in the 
briefs was carefully considered along 
with the evidence in the record in mak¬ 
ing the findings and reaching the con¬ 
clusions hereinbefore set forth. To the 
extent that such suggested findings and 
conclusions contained in the briefs are 
inconsistent with the findings and con¬ 
clusions contained herein, the request to 
make such findings or to reach such 
conclusions is denied. 

Recommended marketing agreement 
and amendment to the order. The fol¬ 
lowing order amending the order, as 
amended, regulating the handling of milk 
in the Kansas City marketing area, is 
recommended as the detailed and ap¬ 
propriate means by which the foregoing 
conclusions may be carried out. The 
proposed marketing agreement is not in¬ 
cluded in this decision because the regu¬ 
latory provisions thereof would be the 
same as those contained in the order, as 
amended, and ns proposed here to be 
further amended. 

1. Add the following as f 913.16: 

$ 913.16 Quota milk. "Quota milk"* 
means the amount of milk received by a 
handler from a producer during each of 
the delivery periods of March through 
July which is not in excess of such pro¬ 
ducer’s daily quota computed pursuant to 
§ 913.65 multiplied by the number of days 
in such delivery period on which such 
milk was received by the handler: Pro¬ 
vided. That with respect to any producer 
on •*every-other-day , ’ delivery to a pool 
plant the days of non-delivery shall be 
considered as days of delivery for pur¬ 
poses of this section and of ft 913.65. 

2. Add the following as ft 913.17: 

ft 913.17 Excess milk. 4 *Excess miUc’ f 
means the amount of milk received by a 
handler from a producer during each of 
the delivery periods of March through 
July which is in excess of quota milk 
received from such producer during such 
delivery period. 

3a. Delete fi 913.22 fj> (2) and substi¬ 
tute therefor the following: 

(2) On or before the 10th day of each 
month the applicable uniform price(s) 
computed pursuant to ft ft 913.71 and 
913.72 and the producer butterfat differ¬ 
ential computed pursuant to $ 913.82, 
both applicable to milk delivered during 
the previous delivery period; 

3b. Amend ft 913.22 by adding the fol¬ 
lowing as paragraph (1): 

<1) On or before February 15 of each 
year in writing notify; (1) each produc¬ 
er who made deliveries of milk during

the previous September through Decem¬ 
ber of his dally quota computed pursuant 
to § 913.65, <2) each cooperative associa¬ 
tion of the dally quota of each member 
of such association, and <3) each handler 
of the daily quota of each producer from 
whom such handler received milk. 

4. Delete ft 913.30 <a) and substitute 
therefor the following: 

(a) The receipts at each plant of milk 
from each producer, the average butter- 
fat test, the pounds of butterfat con¬ 
tained therein, the number of days on 
which milk was received from such pro¬ 
ducer. and for each of the delivery peri¬ 
ods of March through July, the total 
pounds of quota milk and excess milk 
received from each producer. 

5. Delete ft 913.31 <a) and substitute 
therefor the following: 

<a) The total pounds of milk, the 
average butterfat test thereof, and the 
pounds of butterfat received from each 
producer and cooperative association, 
and the number of days on which milk 
was received from such producer, in¬ 
cluding for each of the delivery periods 
of March through July such producer’s 
deliveries of quota milk and excess milk. 

6. Add the following as ft 913.65: 

ft 913.65 Determination of daily quota 
for each producer. The daily quota of 
each producer which shall be applicable 
during each of the delivery periods of 
March through July, inclusive, slmil be 
determined by the market administrator 
as follows: 

(a) For each producer from whom 
milk was received by a handler*s) at a 
pool plant during the immediately pre¬ 
ceding months of September through 
December, both inclusive, the daily quota 
shall be computed by dividing such pro¬ 
ducer’s total deliveries of milk to a han¬ 
dler* s) during such four-month period 
by the number of days on which milk 
was received from such producer, or by 
90. whichever is greater: Provided . That 
any producer for whom daily quota has 
been computed may relinquish his daily 
quota computed pursuant to this para¬ 
graph and be allotted a daily quota com¬ 
puted pursuant to paragraph <b> of 
this section upon written notice to Uie 
market administrator postmarked not 
later than February 28.

through July, inclusive, computed as 
follows; 

<1) From the total quantity of pro¬ 
ducer milk received by all handlers dur¬ 
ing the delivery period subtract the total 
receipts from producers who did not es¬ 
tablish daily quotas or who have relin¬ 
quished their daily quotas; 

<2) Determine the percentage that 
total quota deliveries were of the re¬ 
maining pounds of producer milk; and 

<3> Multiply the resulting percentage 
by 0.80 and then by the total pounds of 
milk received by a handler from the 
producer during such delivery period 
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and divide the result by the number of 
days on which such milk was received. 

7. Add the following as $913.66: 

$ 913.66 Daily quota rules. <a> Ex¬ 
cept as provided in paragraph (b> of 
this section, a daily quota shall apply 
only to milk produced by the producer 
in whose name such milk was delivered 
to the handler (s) during the quota* 
forming period. 

<b> A producer may transfer his dally 
quota during the period of March 
through July by notifying the market 
administrator in writing before the last 
day of any delivery period that such 
quota is to be transferred to the person 
named in such notice but under the 
following conditions only: 

< 1) In the event of the death or entry 
into military service of a producer, the 
entire daily quota may be transferred 
to a member of such producer's imme¬ 
diate family who carries on the dairy 
operation on the same fnrm. 

(2) If a quota is held jointly and such 
Joint holding is terminated on the basis 
of written notice to the market admin¬ 
istrator from the Joint holders the en¬ 
tire daily quota may be transferred to 
one of the Joint holders, or divided in 
accordance with such notice between 
the former joint holders if they con¬ 
tinue dairy operations. 

8. Delete $ 913.71 and substitute there¬ 
for the following: 

$ 913.71 Computation of uniform 
price . For each of the delivery periods 
of August through February the market 
administrator shall compute the uni¬ 
form price per hundredweight for milk 
received from producers as follows: 

(a) Combine into one total the values 
computed pursuant to $ 913.70 for all 
handlers who filed reports prescribed in 
$ 913 30 and who made the payments 
pursuant to S3 913.80 and 913.84 for the 
preceding delivery period;

<c) Add an amount equal to one-half 
of the unobligated balance in the pro¬ 
ducer-settlement fund; 

<d> Subtract for each one-tenth per¬ 
cent by which the average butterfat 
content of the milk included in these 
computations is greater than 3.8 per¬ 
cent. or add for each one-tenth percent, 
that such average butterfat content is 
less than 3.8 percent, an amount com¬ 
puted by multiplying the butterfat diff¬ 
erential computed pursuant to 8 913.82 
by the total hundredweight of such milk; 

<e> Compute the total value of ex¬ 
cess milk Included In these computa¬ 
tions by multiplying the hundredweight 
of such milk not in excess of the total 
quantity of Class II milk Included in 
these computations by the price for 
Class n milk of 3.8 percent butterfat 
content, multiplying the hundredweight 
of such milk in excess of the total hun¬ 
dredweight of such Class n milk by the 
price for Class I milk of 38 percent 
butterfat content, and adding together 
the resulting amounts; 

<f> Divide the total value of excess 
milk obtained in paragraph (e) of this 
section by the total hundredweight of 
such milk, and adjust to the nearest 
cent. The resulting figure shall be the 
uniform price for excess milk of 3.8 per¬ 
cent butterfat received from producers 
at pool plants located less than fifty 
miles from the City Hall in Kansas City. 
Missouri; 

<g> Subtract the value of excess milk 
obtained in paragraph <e> of this sec¬ 
tion from the aggregate value of milk 
obtained in paragraph <d> of this sec¬ 
tion and adjust by any amount involved 
in adjusting the uniform price of excess 
milk to the nearest cent; 

(h) Divide the amount obtained in 
paragraph (g) of this section by the 
total hundredweight of quota milk in¬ 
cluded in these computations; and 
O) Subtract not less than 4 cents nor 
more than 5 cents from the amount com¬ 
puted pursuant to paragraph <h) of this 
section. The resulting figure shall be 
the uniform price for quota milk of 3.8 
percent butterfat content received from 
producers at pool plants located less than 
fifty miles from the City Hall in Kansas 
City. Missouri 

10. Delete 3 913.80 (a) and substitute 
therefor the following: 

(a) On or before the 12th day after 
the end of each delivery period during

AMENDED 

Pursuant to the provisions of the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Agreement Act of 
1937. as amended (7 U. S. C. 601 et seq ). 
hereinafter referred to as the act. and 
the applicable rules of practice and pro¬ 
cedure, as amended, governing proceed¬ 
ing to formulate market ing a greements 
and marketing orders (7 CFR Part 900). 
notice is hereby given of the filing with 
the Hearing Clerk of the recommended 
decision of the Deputy Administrator. 
Agricultural Marketing Service, United 
States Department of Agriculture, with 
respect to a proposed marketing agree¬ 
ment and proposed amendments to the 
order, as amended, regulating the han¬ 
dling of milk in the Topeka. Kansas, 
marketing area. Interested parties may 
file written exceptions to the decision 
with the Hearing Clerk. United States 
Department of Agriculture. Washington 
25. D. C.. not later than the close of busi¬ 
ness on the 5th day after publication or 
this decision in the Federal Register. 
Exceptions should be filed in quadrupli¬ 
cate. 

Preliminary statement. The hearing 
on the record of which the proposed 
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marketing agreement and order were 
formulated, was conducted at Topeka. 
Kansas, on July 23. 1954. pursuant to 
notice thereof which was issued on July 
14 1954 <19 P. K. 4427). The material 
issues considered at the hearing were 
concerned with the following: 

L Establishment of a “base-excess" 
plan for paying producers in certain 
months in lieu of the present fall pre¬ 
mium incentive plan. 

2. A change in the named plants the 
pay price of which arc used as a basis 
for pricing Class in milk. 

3. A revision in the pool plant re¬ 
quirements. 

4 A change from a milk equivalent to 
a butterfat-sklm accounting. 

5. A revision in the classification and 
pricing provisions to establish two utili¬ 
zation classes in lieu of the present three 
classes; 

6 Authorization for the market ad¬ 
ministrator to provide the producer as¬ 
sociation with the utilization percentage 
of milk in each class at each handler s 

plant. 

7 A revision In the amount of the 
marketing service deduction; and 

8. Conforming language changes in 
other provisions of the order. ’ 

Producers have proposed that the base 
setting period under a base-excess plan 
begin on September 1. Because of the 
urgency of a decision with respect to this 
issue and also with respect to the Class 
HI price proposal and the revision of the 
marketing service deduction this deci¬ 
sion is confined to a consideration of 
these issues. Other issues require fur¬ 
ther consideration and a recommenda¬ 
tion on these matters will be made in a 
separate decision. 

Findings and conclusions . The fol¬ 
lowing findings and conclusions on Issues 
Nos. l. 2 and 7 are based on the evidence 
introduced at the hearing and the record 

thereof: 

1. Base-excess plan. A method of 
paying producers on the basis of their 
marketings in a representative period 
of fall months should be adopted to pro¬ 
vide additional incentive for producers 
to adjust their production more nearly 
to the needs of the market. 

A fall incentive payment plan has long 
been a part of the pricing mechanism 
of the Topeka order. This plan, which 
has operated in conjunction with sea¬ 
sonal price differentials, was proposed 
initially by producers in an effort to 
level production to more nearly meet 
the needs of the market. Producers 
now propose that a base-excess plan be 
incorporated into the order in lieu of 
the present fall incentive payment plan, 
under their proposal the 122-day period 
of September through December would 
dc used as the base-forming period and 
no producer would be granted a base if 
n<? delivered less than 90 days during such 
I • T iod. The base-operating period would 
extend over the 8-month period of Janu¬ 
ary through August. 

Milk production in the Topeka market 
icmis to be highest In the spring months 
and reaches a low point In the fall 
njonths. Under usual circumstances 
May and June are the months of greatest 
production while September through 
No. 165- 3 
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November arc the months of lowest pro¬ 
duction. The overage monthly produc¬ 
tion during the March-July period ex¬ 
ceeds that during the preceding Septem- 
ber-Decembcr period by from 20 to 30 
percent with production during the peak 
month exceeding the shortest month by 
as much as 50 percent. Class I sales are 
relatively stable throughout the year al¬ 
though the record shows a continuing 
upward trend in such sales. 

A closer alignment between the sea¬ 
sonal pattern of production and con¬ 
sumption would effect substantially 
improved marketing conditions. A con¬ 
siderable seasonal disparity between 
producer receipts and fluid milk needs 
results in surplus disposal problems dur¬ 
ing the flush months and incomplete 
utilization of plant facilities in other 
months of the year. Accordingly, a wide 
seasonal variation in production tends to 
entail additional costs in the marketing 
process which must be borne individually 
or collectively by producers, consumers, 
and handlers. Although producers with 
relatively even production under the plan 
heretofore in effect enjoy a somewhat 
higher annual rate of returns, than do 
uneven producers, there was testimony 
nevertheless that "even" producers do 
not receive sufficient additional income 
to maintain a significant Incentive for 
their even production pattern. Under 
the present plan, all producers share 
alike In the total market utilization and 
the price received by the “even" producer 
is reduced in the spring months by reason 
of the wider seasonal variation in the 
deliveries of other producers. 

While it is probable that the pricing 
plan which has been employed in the 
Topeka market has been effective in 
forestalling a more serious seasonal 
maladjustment between production and 
fluid demand, on even more marked 
modification of the seasonal pattern is 
desirable. The base-excess plan herein 
recommended would increase incentive 
on a market-wide basis to level out pro¬ 
duction throughout the year. 

The plan herein recommended would 
establish the period September through 
December as the base-forming period. 
A producer's daily base would be calcu¬ 
lated on the basis of his total milk de¬ 
liveries to pool plants during such period, 
divided by the number of days on which 
deliveries were made, but in no event 
less than 90. The plan also provides 
that any producer who fails to establish 
a base shall be considered a "new" pro¬ 
ducer. 

Producers would be paid for base and 
excess milk only during the months of 
March through July. During all other 
months producers would be paid on the 
basis of a uniform price for all milk de¬ 
livered. The quantity of base milk for 
each producer would be computed by 
multiplying such producers daily base by 
the number of days on which he made 
deliveries to a pool plant. Any milk so 
delivered in excess of base milk would be 
considered as excess milk and paid for 
at a lower price to be known as the “ex¬ 
cess price." The price paid for excess 
milk would be computed by assigning 
total receipts of excess milk at each plant 
to the respective classes of use in se- 
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quence starting with the lowest avail¬ 
able class utilization in such plant. The 
price for base milk would be computed by 
first assigning such milk to Class I to 
the extent of available Class I utilization 
and such milk in excess of Class I uso 
would be assigned to lower classes in 
sequence starting with the highest avail¬ 
able usage. 

The September-December period ap¬ 
pears to be a suitable period for giving 
producers incentive for increasing pro¬ 
duction as part of a program of evening 
out their annual production. In the 
computation of daily bases each pro¬ 
ducer's total deliveries for the entire four 
month period should be divided by the 
total number of days on which deliveries 
are made but in no event by less than 90. 
For purposes of computing bases In the 
case of producers on every-other-day de¬ 
livery to a pool plant, the days of non¬ 
delivery should be considered as days of 
delivery. Proponents proposed that a 
base be established only in the event of 
at least 90 days of actual delivery and 
that the total deliveries be divided by 
122 in all cases. They would provide no 
means for a producer entering the mar¬ 
ket after October 2 to establish a base. 
The plan set forth herein will permit a 
producer to enter the market at any time 
and to establish a base on the basis of 
his performance during the entire base¬ 
forming period. Other producers have 
assurance that a producer entering the 
market after September 1, will have no 
undue advantage in the establishment of 
a base since maximum bases can be 
established only through deliveries over 
a minimum of 90 days. 

In order for the base plan to be effec¬ 
tive it is necessary to distinguish between 
producers who establish bases in the 
short production season and those who 
come in the market at other times of the 
year. In this connection, it Is proposed 
that a producer entering the market after 
the base-forming period establish a base 
for each month during the base-operat¬ 
ing period on eighty percent of the com¬ 
puted relationship between total deliver¬ 
ies of base milk and total producer 
receipts for the month. 8uch a pro¬ 
ducer, of course, has not demonstrated 
his ability to produce evenly and if al¬ 
lowed a base computed on the full per¬ 
centage of base milk to producer milk 
receipts for the month might have an 
advantage over some producers who had 
earned a base by the more difficult 
method of delivering fall milk. In order 
to insure that no producer, who estab¬ 
lished a base during the base-forming 
period, is placed in a less advantageous 
position with reference to a base than a 
new producer, it should be provided also 
that any producer may relinquish his 
base made on fall deliveries and assume a 
“new producer" status provided his in¬ 
tention to that effect is made known to 
the market administrator in writing 
prior to the first day of March, the month 
in which bases become operative. 

Producers proposed that the period of 
payment on base and excess milk be the 
eight-month period of January through 
August. However, a review of the month 
to month variation in producer receipts 
indicates that the months of March 
through July are the months in which 
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corrective action is necessary with re¬ 
spect to variation In deliveries. It is 
highly desirable that the base plan have 
as large a degree of flexibility as is 
possible without destroying the desired 
effectiveness of the plan. Confining the 
base operating period to the five months 
when production in relation to fluid sales 
is most excessive will preserve flexibility 
while at the same time offer substantial 
monetary reward to those producers who 
level their annual production to meet 
more nearly the needs of the market. 
During the remaining months of August 
through February all producers on the 
market would receive the market 
"blend" or uniform prices. 

Operation of a base-excess plan for 
paying producers requires certain rules 
in connection with the establishment 
and transfer of bases to provide reason¬ 
able administrative workability of the 
plan. To accomplish this purpose and 
stlU preserve the effectiveness of the 
plan transfers of bases should be limited 
to situations in which producers may die 
or enter into military service and where 
Joint production arrangements are dis¬ 
solved. Since the base plan herein pro¬ 
posed is to be effective in determining 
producer payments in only five of the 
twelve months of the year, and all pro¬ 
ducers must establish a new base each 
year, provisions in addition to those con¬ 
tained herein for the establishment and 
transfer of bases to meet unusual situa¬ 
tions do not appear necessary. 

2. Class III prior. The present order 
provisions dealing with the determina¬ 
tion of the Class in price should be re¬ 
vised by substituting the Bennett Cream¬ 
ery Co. of Ottawa. Kansas for the Meyer 
Sanitary Milk Company of Valley Fails. 
Kansas, and by providing that in no 
event shall the Class in price be less 
than the price paid by the Beatrice Foods 
Company at Topeka. 

At the time the Meyer Sanitary Milk 
Company was included in the order as 
one of the plants the producer pay prices 
of which were used to determine the 
Class HI price, that company was a 
very substantial buyer of local milk for 
manufacturing purposes. The record 
shows that operations of this plant have 
subsequently been discontinued and ac¬ 
cordingly, it no longer represents an ap¬ 
propriate medium for determining com¬ 
petitive pay prices in the Topeka area. 
The Bennett Creamery Company of 
Ottawa is a substantial buyer of milk 
for manufacturing milk and as such 
represents an appropriate addition to 
the plants use in determining the Topeka 
Class m price. The primary outlet for 
milk of Topeka producers which is in 
excess of fluid needs is the Beatrice Foods 
Company plant at Topeka. Producer 
milk priced under this order Is aQ of 
Grade A quality and there appears no 
reason why it should not command a 
price in this market at least equal to the 
local pay price for ungraded milk. 
Therefore, it appears appropriate that 
the price paid by the Beatrice Food Com¬ 
pany for ungraded milk be established 
as a minimum price for Class HI milk. 

7. Marketing service deduction. The 
provisions of f 980.88 of the order should 
be revised to provide a maximum m&r- 
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ketlng service deduction of 5 cents per 
hundredweight in lieu of the present 3 
cents. The three cent deduction was 
established in 1934 and the expenses and 
salaries of the market administrator and 
his staff have substantially increased 
since that time. The monies collected 
under the 3 cent rate are now insufficient 
to cover the costs incurred in checking 
weights and tests of producer milk and 
the marketing service account has been 
running in the red. It is estimated that 
an additional 2 cents per hundredweight 
is necessary to cover the cost of neces¬ 
sary marketing services performed by 
the market adminitrator for producers 
for whom such services are not being 
rendered by a cooperative association 
qualified under the provisions of the act 
of Congress of February 18. 1922. as 
amended, known os the “Capper-Vol- 
siead Act." The proposed 5 cent rate is 
a maximum rate and it Is provided that 
if the Secretary finds that necessary 
services can be performed for a lesser 
rate he may reduce the deduction 
accordingly. 

General findings, fa) The proposed 
marketing agreement and the order, as 
amended, and as hereby proposed to be 
further amended, and all of the terms 
and conditions thereof will tend to effec¬ 
tuate the declared policy of the act: 

<b> The parity prices of milk as de¬ 
termined pursuant to section 2 of the act 
are not reasonable In view of the price 
of feeds, available supplies of feeds and 
other economic conditions which affect 
market supply and demand for milk in 
the marketing area and the minimum 
prices specified in the proposed market¬ 
ing agreement and the order, as 
amended, and as hereby proposed to be 
further amended, are such prices as will 
reflect the aforesaid factors, insure & 
sufficient quantity of pure and whole¬ 
some milk, and be in the public interest; 
and 

<c) The proposed order, as amended, 
and as hereby proposed to be further 
amended, will regulate the handling of 
milk in the same manner as, and will be 
applicable only to persons in the respec¬ 
tive classes of industrial and commercial 
activity specified in a marketing agree¬ 
ment upon which a hearing has been 
held. 

Rulings on proposed findings and con¬ 
clusions. Briefs were filed on behalf of 
interested parties in the market. The 
briefs contained suggested findings of 
fact, conclusions, and argument with re¬ 
spect to the proposals discussed at the 
hearing. Every point covered in the 
briefs was carefully considered along 
with the evidence in the record in mak¬ 
ing the findings and reaching the con¬ 
clusions hereinbefore set forth. To the 
extent that such suggested findings and 
conclusions contained in the briefs are 
inconsistent with the findings and con¬ 
clusions contained herein. The request 
to make such findings or to reach such 
conclusions is denied. 

Recommended marketing agreement 
and amendment to the order. The fol¬ 
lowing order amending the order, as 
amended, regulating the handling of milk 
in the Topeka. Kansas, marketing area. 
Is recommended as the detailed and ap¬ 


propriate means by which the foregoing 
conclusions may be carried out. The 
proposed marketing agreement is not 
included in this decision because the 
regulatory provisions thereof would be 
the same as those contained in the order, 
as amended, and as proposed here to be 
further amended. 

1. Add the following as 3 980.16: 

5 980.16 Base milk. "Base milk" 
means the amount of milk received by a 
handler from a producer during each of 
the delivery periods of March through 
July which was not in excess of such 
producers* dally base computed pursuant 
to 3 980.66 multiplied by the number of 
days in such delivery period on which 
such milk was received by the handler: 
Provided, That with respect to any pro¬ 
ducer on "cvcry-other-day" delivery to 
a pool plant the days of non-dellvery 
shall be considered as days of delivery 
for purposes of this section and of 
f 980.66. 

2. Add the following as 3 980.17: 

3 980.17 Excess milk. “Excess milk" 
means the amount of milk received by a 
handler from a producer during any of 
the delivery periods of March through 
July which is in excess of base milk re¬ 
ceived from such producer during such 
delivery period. 

3. Amend 4 980.22 by adding the follow¬ 
ing os paragraphs (f) and <g): 

(f) On or before February 15 of each 
year in writing notify (1) each producer 
who made deliveries of milk during the 
previous September through December 
of his dally base computed pursuant to 
5 980.66, (2) each cooperative association 
of the daily base of each member of such 
association, and (3) each handler of the 
dally base of each producer from whom 
such handler receives milk: 

<g> On or before the 8th day after the 
end of each delivery period mall to all 
handlers: (1) Such of the computations 
of the uniform pricefs) made pursuant 
to If 980.71 and 980.72 as do not disclose 
information confidential pursuant to the 
act; (2) the applicable uniform price(s) 
per hundredweight computed pursuant 
to 35 980.71 and 980.72; <3> the prices 
for Class I milk. Class H milk, and Class 
HI milk; and (4) the butterfat differen¬ 
tial computed pursuant to 35 980.51 and 
980.82. 

4. Delete 5 980.30 (a) and substitute 
therefor the following: 

(a) The receipts at each plant of milk 
from each producer, the average butter- 
fat test, the pounds of butterfat con¬ 
tained therein, the number of days on 
which milk was received from such pro¬ 
ducer, and for each of the delivery pe¬ 
riods of March through July, the total 
pounds of base milk and excess milk re¬ 
ceived from each producer. 

5. Delete 3 980.31 <a> and substitute 
therefor the following: 

(a) the total pounds of milk, the 
average butterfat test thereof, and the 
pounds of butterfat received from each 
producer and cooperative association, 
and the number of days on which milk 
was received from such producer, in- 
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chiding for each of the delivery periods 
of March through July such producers* 
deliveries of base milk and excess milk. 

6. Amend 8 980.50 (O by deleting the 
words "Meyer Sanitary Milk Company at 
its plant at Valley Falls. Kansas’* and 
substitute therefor the words ’’Bennett 
Creamery Company at Ottawa. Kansas, 
but In no event shall the price be less 
than that paid at the Beatrice Foods 
Company included herein.** 

7. In 8 980.64 delete the words “Ex¬ 
cess milk" as they appear in the head¬ 
ing and substitute therefor the word 
'Overage/* 

8. Add the following as 8 980.66: 


8 980 66 Determination of daily base 
for each producer . The daily base of 
each producer which shall be applicable 
during each of the delivery periods of 
March through July, inclusive, shall be 
determined by the market administra¬ 
tor as follows: 

(a) For each producer from whom 
milk was received by handlers) at a 
pool plant during the immediately pre¬

<e> Divide the total value of excess 
milk obtained in paragraph (d) of this 
section by the total hundredweight of 
such milk, and adjust to the nearest 
cent. The resulting figures shall be the 
uniform price for such delivery period 
for excess milk of 3.8 percent butterfat 
received from producers: 

<f) Subtract the value of excess milk 
obtained in paragraph (d) of this section 
from the aggregate value of milk ob¬ 
tained in paragraph (c) of this section 
and adjust by any amount involved in 
adjusting the uniform price of excess 
milk to the nearest cent; 

<g) Divide the amount obtained in 
paragraph (f) of this section by the to¬ 
tal hundredweight of base milk included 
in these computations; and 

(h) Subtract not less than 4 cents nor 
more than 5 cents from the amount com¬ 
puted pursuant to paragraph <g) of this 
section.

13. Delete 8 980.85 <c). 

14. Delete 8 980.87 <b) and substitute 
therefor the following: 

<b) The total pounds of milk (base 
milk and excess milk separately for 
March through July) delivered by the 
producer and the average butterfat test 
thereof, and the pounds per shipment if 
such information is not furnished to the 
producer each day: 

15. Delete 8 980.88 (a) and substitute 
therefor the following: 

(a) Deductions for marketing serv¬ 
ice. Except as set forth In paragraph 
(b) of this section, each handler, in 
making payments to producers (other 
than himself) pursuant to 8 980.80 shall 
deduct 5 cents per hundredweight or 
such lesser amount as the secretary may 
prescribe with respect to all milk of each 
producer purchased or received by such 
handler during the delivery period and 
shall pay such deductions to the market 
administrator on or before the 12th day 
after the end of such delivery period. 
Such moneys shall be expended by the 
market administrator for market infor¬ 
mation to, and for the verification of

DETERMINATION OF PREVAILING MINIMUM 
WAGES 

On January 27, 1953, notice was duly 
published in the Federal Register (18 
F. R. 569 ) of a proposed decision of the 
Secretary of Labor In regard to the 
amendment to the determination of the 
prevailing minimum wage for the metal 
furniture branch of the furniture indus¬ 
try and determination of a prevailing 
minimum wage for the metal business 
furniture and storage equipment Indus¬ 
try (15 F. R. 382) as revised (15 F. R. 
4640). The notice allowed a period of 
thirty days within which Interested 
parties might submit exceptions to the 
proposed decision or any data intended 
either in rebuttal or in support of any 
of the tabulations or data received as 
part of the record following the close 
of the hearing. 

No exceptions or objections were re¬ 
ceived from any of the parties who ap¬ 
peared at the hearing. However, ex¬ 
ceptions and objections to the proposed 
determination were received from two 
individual employers. 

On June 2, 1954. notice was published 
In the Federal Register (19 F. R. 3237) 
of a supplemental hearing to be held 
June 29, 1954, on said proposed amend¬ 
ment, regarding prevailing minimum 
wages in the metal furniture branch of 
the furniture industry. Copies of the 
notice and a press release announcing 
the supplemental hearing were mailed 
to interested parties who participated in 
the original hearing held on June 24. 
1952. and to trade associations, unions, 
and individual companies in the Indus¬ 
try, In addition, the press release was 
distributed to newspapers and trade 
publications. 

This notice and release advised inter¬ 
ested persons of the time and place they 
could appear and: (1) Offer testimony 
In opposition or support of the aforesaid 
proposed amendment and <2) offer sup¬ 
plemental evidence and otherwise par¬ 
ticipate in accordance with the terms of 
the original notice of hearing published 
in the Federal Register (17 F. R. 2895) 
on April 3. 1952. The supplemental 
hearing was held on June 29. 1954. Rep¬ 
resentatives of employees and employers 
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appeared at the hearing. No new evi¬ 
dence was offered by the parties ap¬ 
pearing and no objections were entered 
tj the adoption of the proposed amend¬ 
ment. 

Management appearances at the hear¬ 
ing included representatives of the Of¬ 
fice Equipment Manufacturers Institute 
and a representative of an Individual 
manufacturer. Labor appearances in¬ 
cluded representatives of the United 
Steel Workers of America (CIO), the Up¬ 
holsterers International Union (AFL), 
the Internationa! Association of Machin¬ 
ists (AFL) and the American Federation 
of Labor. 

The representatives of the labor unions 
named above made statements In sup¬ 
port of the adoption of the proposed 
amendment, and the representatives of 
the Office Equipment Manufacturers In¬ 
stitute indicated his members did not 
object to the proposal. 

The matters raised In the objections 
filed by two individual employers subse¬ 
quent to the aforesaid notice of proposed 
amendment were carefully considered by 
me. 1 find nothing therein which would 
require me to modify the previous pro¬ 
posed decision. 

On the basis of the entire record I find 
nothing therein that would require me 
to modify the previous proposed decision 
as set forth in the notice of proposed 
amendment, dated January 19. 1953 and 
published in the Federal Register (18 
F. R. 569). 

Proposed decision. On the basis of the 
entire record, and in view of all the con¬ 
siderations as set forth in the notice of 
proposed amendment dated January 19. 
1953 which are hereby confirmed and 
made a part hereof. I propose to issue 
a decision in this matter as set forth 
below. Interested parties may submit, 
within 20 days of publication of this pro¬ 
posed decision In the Federal Register, 
any exception to the proposed decision, 
or other relevant data. 

1. The minimum wage determination 
for the furniture manufacturi ng l ndus- 
try contained in $ 202.27 (41 CFR Part 
202) is amended as follows; 

2. Section 202.27 (a) (3) is amended 
to read as follows: 

(3) Metal furniture branch. The 
motAl furniture branch of the furniture 
manufacturing industry is redefined as 
that industry which manufactures or 
furnishes any of the following products: 

(1) Metal hospital furniture; 

<ii) Metal household furniture. 

3. A new section designated as $ 202.50 
is added as follows: 

5 202.50 Metal business furniture and 
storage equipment industry—(a)Defini¬ 
tion. The metal business furniture and 
storage equipment Industry is defined as 
that industry which manufactures or 
furnishes metal business furniture or 
storage equipment, including but not lim¬ 
ited to the following metal products: (1) 
Bank counters; benches; stools; book¬ 
cases; chairs; desks; desk trays; filing 


boxes; cabinets and cases; cabinets for 
printers’ type; storage cabinets; cabinet 
partitions; tables; visible business equip¬ 
ment; wardrobes, and waste baskets; 

(2) lockers; racks, and industrial and 
general-purpose shelving; (3) rotating 
bins and sectional bins; tool boxes, tool 
cabinets and tool chests; metal boxes, 
metal chests and metal cases. All con¬ 
sumable supply items are excluded from 
this definition. 

(bi Minimum wage. The minimum 
wage for persons employed in the manu¬ 
facturing or furnishing of the products 
of the metal business furniture and stor¬ 
age equipment Industry under contracts 
subject to the Waish-Healey Public Con¬ 
tracts Act shall be $1.10 an hour arrived 
at either on a time or piece-rate basis. 

(c> Subminimum wages authorized. 
(1) Beginners or probationary workers 
as defined in this paragraph may be em¬ 
ployed in the metal business furniture 
and storage equipment industry for a 
period of six weeks, or 240 hours at a 
minimum rate of $1.00 an hour. A be¬ 
ginner or probationary worker for the 
purpose of this section 4s a person who 
has less than 240 hours experience in 
the plant. 

(2) Apprentices may be employed In 
the metal business furniture and storage 
equipment industry at rates below the 
above established minimum wage if their 
employment conforms with the stand¬ 
ards of the Federal Committee on Ap¬ 
prenticeship; except that no apprentice 
in this industry may be employed at a 
rate lower than 90 cents an hour. 

(3) (1) Handicapped workers may be 
employed in the industry at wages below 
the minimum rates upon the same terms 
and conditions as are prescribed for the 
employment of handicapped workers by 
the regulations of the Administrator of 
the Wage and Hour Division of the De¬ 
partment of Labor (29 CFR Parts 524 
and 525) under section 14 of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. 

(ii) The Administrator of the Public 
Contracts Division is authorized to issue 
certificates under the Public Contracts 
Act for the employment of handicapped 
workers not subject to the Fair Labor 
Standards Act or subject to different 
minimum rates of pay under the two 
Acts, at appropriate rates of compensa¬ 
tion and In accordance with the stand¬ 
ards and procedures prescribed by the 
applicable regulations issued under the 
Fair Labor Standards Act. 

<d) Effect on other obligations . Noth¬ 
ing in this section shall affect any obli¬ 
gations for the payment of minimum 
wages that an employer may have under 
any law or agreement more favorable 
to employees than the requirements of 
this section.

I. The above-entitled consolidated 
proceedings involve plans and amend¬ 
ments thereto filed pursuant to section 
11 (e) of the Public Utility Holding Com¬ 
pany Act of 1935 (“act") and a proceed¬ 
ing instituted pursuant to section 11 <b> 
of the act designed to bring the system of 
Pennsylvania Gas & Electric Corporation, 
a registered holding company, into com¬ 
pliance with section 11 (b) of the act. 
The Commission has heretofore reserved 
jurisdiction with respect to the fees and 
expenses paid or to be paid by the several 
companies concerned with these plans 
for services rendered in connection there¬ 
with and related proceedings.

Electric Corporation and North Penn 
Gas Company to file with the Commis¬ 
sion. a report setting forth: 

(1) The amounts of fees and expenses 
claimed by the respective applicants for 
services rendered in connection with such 
proceedings; 

<2> The amounts of fees and expenses 
which the paying company has already 
paid or would be prepared to pay with¬ 
out modification; 

(3) The amounts of fees and expenses, 
if any. which each company is willing 
to pay and which the claimants after 
negotiation with the company or com¬ 
panies involved were willing to accept; 
and 

(4) In cases where such negotiations 
had been unsuccessful, the amounts of 
fees and expenses which each company 
considered to be reasonable and which 
it would be willing to pay. 

In accordance with the Commission's 
order of February 26, 1954, Pennsyl¬ 
vania Gas & Electric Corporation and 
North Penn Oas Company filed reports

AGENT 

August 19. 1954. 

Standard Gas and Electric Company 
(“Standard”), a registered holding com¬ 
pany now in process of liquidation pur¬ 
suant to section 11 <b> (2) of the Public 
Utility Holding Company Act of 1935 
(“act”), has requested that the Com¬ 
mission release the Jurisdiction reserved 
in its order of August 13. 1953 (Holding 
Company Act Release No. 12101) with 
respect to certain incidental sales and 
purchases of common stock of Duquesne 
Light Company (“Duquesne”) by tho 
Distribution and Scrip Agent (“Agent”) 
as provided for in Step HI of its amended 
plan for compliance with section II of 
the act 

Step m as amended provided for the 
distribution to Standard's common 
stockholders (its senior securities hav¬ 
ing theretofore been retired) of 540.- 
651.75 common shares of Duquesne on 
the basis of one-fourth share of such 
stock for each common share of Stand¬ 
ard. Scrip certificates were to be issued 
In lieu of fractional shares. Upon the 
expiration of one year from the date of 
distribution, the Agent was empowered 
to convert into cash (1) all shares of 
Duquesne stock then hejd by such Agent 
in respect of scrip certificates for such 
stock and (2) a number of shares of 
Duquesne stock which it is estimated 
will be required to provide for the frac¬ 
tional shares applicable to the holders of 
Standard stock who had not claimed 
their portion of the distribution. It was 
further provided that the Agent should 
have power to sell or to purchase (out of 
the proceeds of sale of Duquesne shares, 
or out of funds furnished by Standard 
or its successor) such shares of Duquesne 


stock as might be found necessary for 
the adjustment of the estimated number 
of fractional shares required for distri¬ 
bution. 

Standard states that the effective date 
of the distribution was August 25. 1953. 
It estimates Umt it will be necessary to 
sell aproximatcly 900 Duquesne com¬ 
mon shares to comply with the provi¬ 
sions of the plan with respect to frac¬ 
tional shares. Standard proposes that, 
as soon as practicable after August 24, 
1954, the Agent will sell approximately 
900 Duquesne common shares by means 
of ordinary brokers* transactions on the 
New York Stock Exchange, with no ex¬ 
penses involved except customary brok¬ 
ers' commissions and transfer taxes, If 
any. 

Step III as amended further provides 
that, at the cut-off date for the distri¬ 
bution of Duquesne shares to Standard's 
stockholders (which date will be not 
less than five nor more than ten years 
after the date of distribution), the Agent 
will sell all Duquesne shares remaining 
In his hands and turn over the cash 
proceeds as a capital contribution to 
Standard or its representative, for dis¬ 
tribution to the holders or former hold¬ 
ers of common stock of Standard who 
may be entitled thereto. Reservation of 
Jurisdiction will be continued with re¬ 
spect to the conversion of any common 
shares of Duquesne remaining in the 
hands of the Agent at the cut-off date. 

In view of the manner in which the 
proposed sales and purchases of Du¬ 
quesne shares to provide for the frac¬ 
tional shares will be conducted, and the 
limited nature thereof. 

It is ordered . That the Jurisdiction 
heretofore reserved with respect thereto 
be, and hereby is, released. 

/( is further ordered . That the Juris¬ 
diction heretofore reserved with respect 
to the sale of Duquesne shares at the 
cut-off date be, and hereby is, continued.

(“act”) designating sections 6 (b) and 
12 (c> of said act and Rules U-23. U-42 
and U-50 promulgated thereunder re¬ 
garding certain transactions which arc 
summarized as follows: 

Georgia proposes to issue and sell 
433.869 shares of no par value Preferred 
Stock (new preferred stock) bearing & 
dividend rate of not more than $4.92 per 
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share per annum. Georgia also pro¬ 
poses to amend Its charter, which 
amendment will create the new preferred 
stock and will cancel the presently au¬ 
thorized shares of $6 Preferred Stock (old 
preferred stock). The new preferred 
stock will be offered to the holders of 
Georgia's presently outstanding 433.869 
shares of old preferred stock on an ex¬ 
change basis of one share of new pre¬ 
ferred stock and $5 in cash (plus a cash 
dividend adjustment) for each share of 
old preferred stock held. The $5 cash 
payment represents the difference be¬ 
tween $105, the proposed per share pub¬ 
lic offering price of the new preferred 
stock not required to effectuate the ex¬ 
changes. and $110, the redemption price 
of the old preferred stock (in each case 
exclusive of accrued dividends). 
Georgia also proposes to redeem all 
shares of the old preferred stock not 
exchanged. 

Georgia has selected The First Boston 
Corporation. Merrill Lynch. Pierce. Fen¬ 
ner & Beane. Union Securities Corpora¬ 
tion and Equitable Securities Corpora¬ 
tion to act as joint managers of a group 
of underwriters who will use their best 
efforts to obtain acceptances of the ex¬ 
change offer and purchase from Georgia 
at $105 per share all of the shares of 
now preferred stock not required to 
effectuate the exchanges. Georgia states 
that considering the limited scope of 
the market for preferred stock, an issue 
of this size coupled with an exchange 
offer, does not lend itself to the com¬ 
petitive bidding requirements of Rule 
U-50. For this and other stated reasons. 
Georgia applies for an exception from 
the provisions of Rule U-50 under the 
act. 

Georgia also proposes to Issue to 
banks unsecured promissory notes in an 
agreement amount not exceeding $3,500.- 
000. Such notes will bear an interest 
rate not in excess of percent per 
annum and will be payable In sixteen 
equal semiannual installments of which 
the first installment shall be payable six 
months from the date of issue. 

The fees and expenses in connection 
with the proposed transactions will be 
supplied by amendment. 

The application-declaration states 
that Georgia Public Service Commission 
has Jurisdiction over the proposed is¬ 
suance and sale of the new preferred 
stock and notes.

Declarant 
has designated sections 7 and 12 of the 
act and Rules U-42 and U-50 promul¬ 
gated thereunder as applicable to the 
proposed transactions, which are sum¬ 
marized as follows: 

NEES proposes to issue and sell 910.883 
additional shares of its common stock 
of $1 par value. The shares are to be 
offered to the common stockholders of 
NEES for subscription during a period 
of not less than fourteen nor more than 
seventeen days on the basis of one share 
for each 10 shares held on the record 
date, which will be the effective date of 
the registration statement filed with this 
Commission in connection with such 
issue and sale. The rights to subscribe 
are to be evidenced by subscription war¬ 
rants. No fractional shares are to be 
issued. However, in lieu of rights for 
fractional shares, a stockholder will be 
entitled to subscribe for one additional 
share in excess of the whole number to 
which he would otherwise be entitled. 
Accordingly, if said proposed 910,883 
shares are insufficient to satisfy this 
right. NEES proposes to issue such addi¬ 
tional shares in excess of this number as 
may be necessary. 

NEPS proposes, if considered neces¬ 
sary or desirable, to stabilize the price 
of its common stock for the purpose of 
facilitating the offering and distribution 
of the additional shares of common 
stock by the purchase of not In excess 
of 45,544 shares of its common stock. 

The above-described offering is to be 
underwritten and the company proposes 
to select the underwriters through com¬ 
petitive bidding pursuant to Rule U-50. 
It is stated in the declaration that NEPS 
will reimburse the underwriters for the 
payment to any dealer of 25 cents per 
share where his name appears on a war¬ 
rant exercised by the original holder 
thereof, such reimbursement, with cer¬ 
tain exceptions, being limited to $250. 

The net proceeds to be derived from 
the proposed sale of the additional 
shares of common stock will be added to 
the general funds of NEPS and applied 
in furtherance of the construction pro¬ 
grams of its subsidiaries either through 
loans or the purchase of additional 


shares of their common stocks, any bal¬ 
ance to be used for general corporate 
purposes. 

NEPS has retained the services of 
The First Boston Corporation as finan¬ 
cial adviser in connection with the pro¬ 
posed issue and sale of common stock 
and related matters, and the fee for 
such services is estimated at $20,000 and 
the out-of-pocket expenses are estimated 
not to exceed $4,000. Total expenses of 
the issuance and distribution of the ad¬ 
ditional shares of common stock are 
estimated at $174,000. including $21,000 
for incidental services to be performed 
at cost by New England Power Service 
Company, an affiliated service company.
